Boston, April 2. —Quite a contest is 
possible over the bill for one day’s rest 
in seven. As it was reported from the 
committee it was sharply criticised as 
interfering with newspaper work and 
with other necessary service for the 
public. Representative Look of Tis- 
bury proposes a substitute bill which 
compels one consecutive 24 hours of 
rest in every seven consecutive days in 
all manufacturing and mercantile 
establishments. But the act shall not 
authorize any Sunday work not now- 
authorized and shall not apply to 
janitors, watchmen, and employes 
whose duties require no work on Sun¬ 
day other than setting sponges in 
bakeries, caring for live animals, main¬ 
taining fires and caring for machinery. 
Before operating on Sunday the bill 
requires every employer to post con¬ 
spicuously on his premises a list of 
those who are required or allowed to 
work on Sunday, designating their 
day of rest, and no employe shall be 
required or allowed to work on the rest 
day designated for him. Time cards 
shall be kept for all employes and the 
time book shall be open to inspection 
by the state board of labor and in¬ 
dustries. The trouble about this Sun¬ 
day legislation does not seem to be so 
much with the principle as with the 
application, for it is very hard, as a 
practical matter, to make it fit.

Bird of Walpole, the nominee of the 
Progressive party for governor last 
fall. They want to see the split in the 
party healed and it is their belief that 
if Mr. Bird were the candidate for gov¬ 
ernor he would stand a good chance of 
being elected and would do much to 
bring the wings of the party together. 
But there is good reason to believe that i 
such a hope is wholly vain. Not only 
are the Republican leaders satisfied i 
that their desire for pinion will be re¬ 
jected with scorn, but the Bull Moose 
leaders are very emphatic in saying 
that there will be no compromise. - It 
has been said by a prominent member 
of the party that if Mr. Bird himself 
were to accept a Republican nomina¬ 
tion, the Bull Moose leaders would re¬ 
fuse to give him the nomination of 
their own party. They are determined 
to be a party on their own hook. They 
want to be leaders and not be over¬ 
shadowed by any Republican office¬ 
holder. It does not look as if success 
would attend this year’s efforts for re¬ 
union and the political situation will 
have to work out its own purification. 
But there may be a chance for Repub¬ 
lican success if Gov. Foss makes a bad 
break, and he is in a very ticklish po¬ 
sition, with Chairman Thomas P. Riley 
of the Democratic state committee 
strongly opposed to him. Landon.

Orrin B. Smith, who died in Spring- 
field Monday, was a former agent of 
the Boston Duck Co’s, mills in this 
village, and will be well remembered 
by many of the older residents. Mr. 
Smith has made his home for many 
years with his daughter, Mrs. Frank 
Packard in Springfield^ who was also 
a resident here for many years. The 
body was brought to Palmer Wednes¬ 
day for burial in the cemetery at Four 
Corners. Mr. Smith was 85 years old, 
and for many years prominent in 
textile manufacturing. He was born 
in Kirby, Ct., Dec. 6, 1827. At the age 
of five years he moved to Surrey, N. IL, 
and later lived in Holden, Grafton, and 
other Massachusetts towns. He began 
work at a very early age, and when but 
twelve years old secured a position in 
the John Smith mill of Barre. Later 
he moved to Thorndike, where he 
learned the weaver’s trade. Mr. Smith 
was superintendent in several dilTerent 
mills, holding that position in Brim- 
field and Hopedale.

Doings of the Legislature. 


Standing of Political Parties-Trolley Ex¬ 
tension Opposition —Aid For Dependent 
Mothers —Raise of Compulsory School 
Age Defeated—Money For Good Roads 
In Western Massachusetts. 

Boston, May 15. — We are near 
enough to the end of the session to 
get some adequate idea of the politi¬ 
cal effect of the doings of the Republi¬ 
can majority, the Democratic minority 
and the Progressive handful in the 
1 legislature. Though no leaders have 
been developed during the session who 
put a new face upon the situation, yet 
there has been a playing of the politi¬ 
cal game with much skill. The Re¬ 
publicans seem likely to come out of 
the session more than holding their 
own compared with their demoralized 
condition after the November election, 
when the size of the Bull Moose split 
revealed the serious nature of that 
movement.

For instance, figures show that at 
the age of twenty all risks from 24 
pe'r cent, overweight to 10 per cent, j 
underweight are better than average , 
risks Does it not then seem prob 
able that the point of most favorable 
build Is about half way from 24 per 
cent, overweight to 10 per cent, under¬ 
weight, or In the neighborhood of 

7 per cent, overweight? If this in- 
I ference is correct the tables now 

used are too favorable to the under- 
! weights by about 7 per cent, 
j At age sixty, on the other hand, 
the super-standard risks begin at about 

8 per cent, overweight and extend to 
about 22 per cent, underweight. The 
mean point between these extremities 
lies at about 7 per cent, underweight 
and the conclusion appears evident 
that the present table based on 
average weights is too high by about 
7 per cent.

Doings of the Legislature. 

Taxation Matters - $8,000,000 State Tax 
Probable - Trolley Extension Bill Ad¬ 
vanced — Meaney Milk Bill — West 
Brookfield-Ware Highway Favored. 

Boston, May 28. — Taxes are really j 
the greatest political issue in the state 
to-tlay. They have been so for a j 
generation. But no progress is made | 
in the solution of the problem. Back ' 
of the responsibility of the Legisla¬ 
ture, the blame rests ui>on the people j 
themselves and they have no right to ! 
throw it otY upon the Legislature. In , 
truth, there has not been a Legisla-j 
ture for a generation capable of grap- j 
pling with the tax problem. To the j 
credit of the present House be it said, ( 
that the members gave unusual atten¬ 
tion to the debate on the taxation 
amendment to the constitution to j 
permit the classification of property . 
for purposes of taxation. Then they j 
defeated it by a majority against it, 
whereas it must have had two-thirds in ! 
favor to have won. This vote leaves! 
the situation just as it has been for a 
generation. Yet the men who defeated ; 
the amendment,—Mr. Lomasney of' 
Boston leading them,—did not offer 
a solitary idea to improve the situa¬ 
tion. They shouted against the 
wickedness of tax dodging, which 
everybody agrees to, and declaimed 
against the amendment that it would 
permit different rates of taxation on 
different classes of property. It 
counted nothing with them that the 
system proposed has had the effect of 
disclosing hundreds of millions of 
personal property which was escaping 
taxation in the states which have tried 
it: it made no difference that the 
present system has always promoted 
tax dodging, even in ancient Rome; it 
made no difference that our laws 
to-day are inoperative and lead to 
gross injustice; they blocked the way, 
suggesting no remedy whatever for 
present evils, and so another year of 
“nothing doing” is added to the long 
list with a similar record; and the 
future promises nothing better under 
present conditions. 

All the rural towns are up in arms, 
and some of the cities also, against the 


proposition to put local assessors under , 
the supervision of the state tax com- : 
missioner. It is a deplorable invasion 
of the rights of local self-government. 
So the bill is as good as dead already. 
Yet its purpose was to enable the tax 
commissioner to assist the assessors in 
uncovering some of this personal 
property which is dodging taxation. 

It was brought out that most of the 
towns do not assess over 70 i>er cent of 
the market value of their real estate, 
and one town was spoken of where the 
assessors admitted that they did not 
assess over 50 per cent of the value, i 
They did this, on their own confession, 
in order to dodge their share of the | 
state tax. < )ther towns and cities | 
assess up to the full market value. If 
all taxable property bore its share of 
taxes, the tax rate would be only j 
about one-half as high as it is now. 
Yet the conservatives stand in the way 
of all reform, and no progress whatever 
I is made. 

: This year it looks as if the state tax 
would be $8,01*0,000, instead of 
| $u,250,000 last year, and that broke the 
i record. If the tax laws were reformed, 
it would be far easier for the state to 
stand the burden of growing taxes, for 
which the Republican party must be 
responsible,—for Gov. Foss has vetoed 
and cut down expenses so that he has 
a plausible explanation for the public, 
as far as responsibility goes. But re¬ 
forms are blocked and taxes increase, 
state expenses mount rapidly because 
the public demands larger and larger 
service by the public, with pensions, 
higher salaries, new departments, and 
; no end of new things. Some time 
this tax question must be faced, not 
shirked forever, as it has been. 

Tuesday was the great day for the 
bill for the extension of trolley lines in 
the five western counties. This is the 
third time that the bill has come up 
i for serious consideration. There is 
something almost tragic in the condi¬ 
tion of the rural towns, and there has 
not been a single opponent of the bill 
j who has not admitted that they hail 
! a strong case. The decline of towns, 

! the agricultural and industrial possi- 
j bilities which are only awaiting trans¬ 


portation, and the sound policy for the | 
state to promote this development, 
have been urged until there is not a | 
member who denies the main facts on I 
that side of the case. The argument j 
against the bill is the bad policy of a j 
monopoly of steam and electric trans- j 
portation. To this the friends of the | 
bill reply that there is no danger of 
monopoly under state regulation, and j 
they try to make it plain that the bill 
is so well guarded that there is no 
possibility of abuse of the public. 
Representative Hardy of Huntington 
was in charge of the bill, and the main 
speech against it was by Mr. Haines of | 
Medford, who has for years been the | 
backbone of the opposition to the j 
merger of the New Haven and the 
Boston and Maine and has always j 
been strongly against the New Haven, j 
Mr. Meaney of Blackstone was parti¬ 
cular to make it plain that he did not : 

I believe that the extensions proposed j 
could be constructed for the $5,000,000 
named in the bill. As some of these 
are in his district, he moved an 
amendment to make the sum 
$10,000,000. But he got only 51 yeas to 
174 nays. On ordering the bill to a 
third reading there were 159 yeas to 07 j 
nays. This is more than the two- j 
thirds which would be necessary to j 
pass the bill over a veto. 

The Senate had a sharp contest over 
the Meaney milk bill and it looked 
very much as if the dealers in Boston 
were using every possible effort to de¬ 
feat it. After it had been passed by 
the Senate to be engrossed a motion 
was made to reconsider, on the under¬ 
standing of some of the senators, that 
nothing was proposed but to amend so 
as to make the bill take effect January 
1, 1914. But after this had been done, 
debate on the general merits of the bill 
ensued, amid protests of senators who 
did not understand that such a pro- 
ceeding would be in order. The state¬ 
ment was made that the Hoods, who 
were opposing the bill with all their 
might, brought in 95 per cent of their 
milk from outside of the state, and

Marcus Stone, R. C., the famous 
artist, says: “I do not believe that 
women—or men either, for that mat¬ 
ter—have ever walked or carried 
themselves as badly as they do now.

The 
former had only one foot, which he 
used to pafnt with. 

Mr. Hiles lost both his arms in an 
accident, being run over by a street 
car when he was only 8 years old 
and when he was Just beginning to 
acquire skill in drawing. He spent 
two years in patient toil learning to 
draw by holding the pencil in his 
teeth, at the end of which time he 
won a first-class certificate from a 
local art school.

"What do you think ot a perpetual 
lighthouse, needing no keeper, and 
yet as regular ln Its flashes of light ( 
as one maintained by the govern¬ 
ment?” asked Albert D. Van Wyck, a 
globe trotter, at the Raleigh. 

“This natural light never falls, and 
that means much for navigation. It 
is a volcano on the Island of San Sal¬ 
vador. This volcanic lighthouse is 
about eight miles inland from the port 
of Acajutla. It Is a veritable pillar of 
cloud by day, and the flash of Its light 
by night has been valuable to marin¬ 
ers for years. It can be seen far out 
1 at sea, and a burst ot flame has gone 
upward every seven minutes, without 
the variation of a second, for many 
years. 

“The few visitors who stop at San 
Salvador amuse themselves the first 
few days by holding their watches 
and timing the outburst of flame. 

“A lighthouse fee is collected of all 
vessels that put in at the harbor near¬ 
est the volcano, and no skipper ob¬ 
jects. He knows that the volcano is 
more reliable than the lighthouses 
kept by human beings on other coasts, 
and the novelty of the light is worth 
the price charged by the government. 
There is the usual detonation caused 
by the eruption every seven minutes, 
and the ground is shaken, but. after a 
short sojourn on the Island you fail to 
notice it, and would be the more 
shocked If it did not occur.”— Wash¬ 
ington Post. 


It happened that sad Christmas 
tide of 1863, when Thackeray lay 
dead and all the London papers were 
busy with his name, my father re¬ 
ceived a hurried little note from Eld- 
ward Levy—after Levy Lawson, the 
present Lord Burnham—asking him 
to write the article for the Daily Tele¬ 
graph on Thackeray’s death.

After paddling about for a 
time however Lenzi got beyond his 
depth, and as his companion could 
swim only a little he dared not go to 
the aid of the drowning man, who 
failed to get into shallow water again. 

A search for the body was begun as 
soon as an alarm was given, and it 
was recovered in a short time by Her¬ 
bert - Moran and Frnest Barber. Med¬ 
ical Examiner J. P. Schneider of 
Palmer was notified and viewed the

Doings of the Legislature. 


Boston, June 16 . — Monday finds 
the Legislature taking a recess from 
Saturday to Wednesday. Then, on 
Wednesday, while the House under¬ 
stands that there is to be a regular 
session, the Senate expects that there 
will be no business done other than to 
adjourn to Friday. This is in order 
that Gov. Foss may have time for the 
examination of the large number of 
bills which are on his desk. It is well 
understood by this time that Gov. Foss 
is a character peculiar to himself. 
First of all, he is not run by anybody. 
He is a man with a judgment and will 
ot his own. Many people disagree 
with him. Very likely there are few 
men in the state w T ho do not criticise 
him for one reason or another. But 
that is only a difference of judgment. 
The governor has reasons for his judg¬ 
ment. Some of them have been given 
in his vetoes and these vetoes are said 
to have strengthened him against the 
Legislature. It continues to be a very 
queer situation, as has been remarked 
before. The governor has been play¬ 
ing a game against the Legislature. 
On more than half of his vetoes he 
has been sustained. But the House 
and Senate have put over his head by 
far more than the necessary two-thirds 
vote the bills for the western trolly ex¬ 
tension and the railroad control bill. 
His vetoes on both of those bills have 
be n ringing documents, but they 
have not persuaded even a third of the 
members. There is good reason for 
saying that the governor has not un¬ 
derstood the railroad control bill, or 
the public service commission bill, as 
it may also be called. His veto of the 
western trolly bill rested largely upon 
his opposition to a monopoly of trans¬ 
portation by one control of steam and 
electric lines. Vet he agreed that the 
rural districts of Massachusetts, in the 
five western counties, needed better 
transportation and there is no other 
means in sight than the New Haven 
railroad by which the necessary exten¬ 
sions can be built. 

Now that the bill has become law, 
the question is how soon the New 


Haven railroad company will accept it 
j and whether the railroad commission, 
or the public service commission, as 
| it must now be called, will certify that 
I the New Haven is in financial con- 
j dition to warrant it in undertaking the 
; extension of the lines. Until the 
road accepts the act and until the 
public service commission says that 
the road is able to finance the exten- 
i sions, nothing can be done. But the 
matter has been so much advertised 
and the people of Western Massa¬ 
chusetts have done so much to secure 
the building of the extensions, that it 
is to be presumed, as a matter of good 
faith, that the road will do everything 
in its power to build the extensions 
and to put itself square with the pub¬ 
lic. If half of what was said at the 
hearings is true, then the building of 
these lines will be of large value to the 
remote hill towns which are now ex¬ 
pected to be put into touch with the 
world once more. 

The governor’s act may have much 
elTect upon his political fortunes. 
There are two ways it may work. It 
may be that the public feeling against 
him in Western Massachusetts will 
partially subside for the reason that at 
last these towns have got the bill they 
wanted. The governor has been pow¬ 
erless to injure them and therefore it 
is for them to forgive him magnani¬ 
mously. There is no doubt that the 
governor has commended himself gen¬ 
erally to the business interests of the 
state by his conservative policy and 
by his fearlessness in vetoing meas¬ 
ures which he believed to be against 
the welfare of the business commun¬ 
ity. It seems as if he had not catered 
at all to the labor element. Vet it is 
also true that he has advocated labor 
measures when he thought that they 
would be operative and would benefit 
the workingmen for whom they were 
intended. It is generally supposed 
that the governor will be a candidate 
for governor again. But the time has 
not yet come for him to mane an of¬ 
ficial announcement. The situation 
continues as it was last week. The 
prospect is that Lieut. Gov. Walsh will 
be the Democratic nominee for gov-

The young need to be taught that 
although there is sometimes a pleas¬ 
ure of the senses in committing sin, 
it is inevitably followed by remorse 
and punishment. Crime, remorse, 
punishment form an inseparable trio. 
On the other hand, while it is often 
hard to do right, the sense of satis¬ 
faction, self-respect and self-control 
that follows right action is worth all 
the effort made. 

Alloys of Gold and Iron. 

Iron and gold, when melted togeth¬ 
er, may be mixed in various propor¬ 
tions and hardened or crystallized. Al¬ 
loys containing ten per cent, of gold 
are harder than pure iron, trot as the 
proportion of gold increases above 
that amount, the alloy becomes soft¬ 
er. Silver and iron do not form al¬ 
loys.—Harper’s Weekly.

gain for him many Republican votes. 

There are good politicians who be- 
believe that Foss can have the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination whenever he wants 
. it. It is said that he has three-quar¬ 
ters of the Democratic state committee 
really with him, in spite of the open 
and active opposition of Thomas P. 
Riley, the chairman, and Michael A. 
O’Leary, the secretary. They have 
taken every possible method to make 
sure that Lieut. Gov. Walsh shall be 
the Democratic candidate, but, in 
spite of the fact that Walsh has said 
several times publicly that he is a can¬ 
didate, it is within a week that he re¬ 
fused to say whether or not he was one, 
when the direct question was put to 
him. There is one issue which the 
Democratic machine would be glad to 
keep out of sight, and that is the re¬ 
ligious issue. There is no doubt that 
it would come into action and it is the 
fact that Walsh has been told that he 
1 must be careful and not make so prom¬ 
inent the fact that he is attending 
gatherings of the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus and other similar organizations. 
The caution was given to him by his 
friends of that very class who realize 
the dangers from letting it appear that 
his support comes genereally from that 
| sort of voters. The religious issue was 
worked strongly last year in the case of 
Pelletier’s candidacy against Foss. It 
was the fact that his candidacy was 
largely urged by the Knights of Co¬ 
lumbus and the bad effect of such a 
candidacy, even from the point of 
view of the Catholics themselves, ap¬ 
peared in the now historic speech of 
John W. Cummings of Fall River, 
which brought the religious issue open- 
' ly to the front and asserted, as a Cath¬ 
olic, that it must not be used as a 
support for Pelletier. That helped the 
defeat of Pelletier and the triumph of 
Foss over him. The governor is one of 
the shrewdest politicians in the state 
and it is quite possible that he is not 
at all afraid of Walsh because of the 
religious issue. There are a great 
many people in Massachusetts who 
believe that the time is not come for a 
Roman Catholic governor. Of the 
power of the Catholics there is evi¬ 
dence in the fact that October 12, Co¬ 
lumbus Day, is now a state holiday, 
made so by the sole activity of the 
Knights of Columbus, against the 
judgment of many other people and 
the indifference of still more. If that 
organization could force the bill 
through the Legislature, it is asked, 
how long will it be before they will be 
able through a bill that the support of 
the parocial schools shall be paid out 
of the state treasury, or by the taxes 
of the cities and towns, and how long 
before the Catholic colleges and hospi¬ 
tals will be able to secure liberal grants 
of state money. It is thus quite a 
I serious issue which can be forced plaus¬ 
ibly, and it may yet be the means of 
another term for Gov. Foss. 

The governor believes that the peo¬ 
ple are with him in his struggle against 
the railroads, lie believes that not a 
mile of railroad will be built under the 
western trolly bill because the New 
Haven road will be proved to be finan¬ 
cially unable to do it* and the railroad 
commission will be compelled to find 
so. The road has $40,000,000 of obliga- 


Thus it is quite possible that we are 
in for a singular campaign this fall. 
But the governor is not going to force 
the season. He showed his ability to 
wait last summer when the Pelletier 
men were trying to corral the Demo¬ 
cratic voters, and there are good Re¬ 
publicans who believe that he will be 
the next governor of Massachusetts, 
and by virtue of Republican votes 
representing the best interests of the 
state. The situation has changed ma¬ 
terially since there was such general 
distrust of him. Laxdox.

The largest of all the flow r ers of the 
world is said to be the Rafflesia, a na¬ 
tive of Sumatra, so called after Sir j p 
Stamford Raffles. This immense flow- t 
er is composed of five round petals q 
of a brickish color, each measuring a v 
foot across. These are covered with s 
numerous irregular yellowish white t 
swellings. a 

The petals surround a cup nearly a r 
foot wide, the margin of which bears c 
the stamens. The cup of the Rafflesia c 
is filled with a fleshy disk, the upper E 
surface of which is covered with pro- i 
jections like miniature cows’ horns ' 
The cup when free from its contents , 
will hold about twelve pints. The 
flower weighs about fifteen pounds 
and is very thick, the petals being 
three-quarters of an inch.—Scientific

Doings of the Legislature. 

Hampden ftaiifoad Hearing — Records of 
Local Men — Fourth Term Situation. 

Boston, June 24. — Yesterday’s hear¬ 
ing before the railroad commissioners 
on the petition of the Hampden rail¬ 
road corporation for the right to issue 
$2,500,000 of additional bonds was of 
much interest for all who live within 
the territory affected by the new rail¬ 
road. There has seemed to be some¬ 
thing queer about the case, in spite of 
the assertions of Henry W. Ely, the 
counsel, that everything had been 
square and above boaid. There was a 
very exciting collision between James 
J. O’Donnell of Holyoke and Mr. Ely. 
The former charged that land which 
cost the company only $50 per acre 
had been charged into the accounts at 
$500, that he could give names and 
that Mr. Ely knew that what he said 
was true. Mr. Ely retorted that it was 
not true and demanded that O’Donnell 
tell his story in full. Then O’Donnell 
backed water. He said that everything 
he had said was true, but he demanded 
that Mr. Ely give the names and then 
he would pick out the ones where the 
price of land had been raised from $50 
to $500. Mr. Ely insisted that O’Don¬ 
nell go ahead and tell his story. Still 
O'Donnell declined to do so, but de¬ 
manded again that Mr. Ely be the 
man to go ahead. Finally O’Donnell 
said, in reply to the statement of 
Chairman Macleod of the commission, 
that the names ought to be given, that 
he would give one name in writing 
privately to the commission and he 
trusted that it would be kept secret. 
Under those conditions, he wrote out 
what he said was the name of one con¬ 
spicuous case, folded the paper and 
gave it to the chairman. It looked 
very much like a big piece of bluff on 
the part of Mr. O’Donnell, and it 
seemed as if his general purpose w*as 
to give a big piece of advertising to 
Holyoke and to proclaim it as a great 
business center, for he said more than 
once, when he was attacking the 
Hampden railroad for not building to 
Holyoke, as it had said at first that it 
would do, that Holyoke was by far the 
largest business place on the proposed 


line, and once he gave figures that 
Holyoke handles 1,200,000 tons of 
freight a year, whereas Springfield 
handles less than 400,000. It was an 
advertisement for Holyoke, and City 
Solicitor O’Connor was there also to 
represent the city and to criticise the 
Hampden road for not building to Hol¬ 
yoke in accord with the plans when 
the big business interests of the city 
signed the petitions for granting a 
right of way to enter the city. There 
was some very sharp criticism of the 
road by Bernard J. Rothwell of 
Boston, former president of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, on account of 
the very high cost of the road,— some 
I $200,000 per mile, against $159,000 for 
the Lehigh Valley, which was built in 
a much rougher country. He charged 
that the Boston and Maine, to which 
the Hampden road is to be leased, is 
practically bankrupt and said that the 
railroad commission ought not to 
approve the issue of the proposed 
bonds unless five per cent interest was 
guaranteed. Former Senator William 
B. Lawrence, the holder of the largest 
block of Boston and Maine stock, took 
a similar position. 

Now that the Legislatnre is out of 
the way, it is interesting to look back 
and see what was done and what repu¬ 
tation was made by the members. The 
member from the Palmer district, Mr. 
Freelon Q. Ball of Monson, made a 
fine record for a first-year man. He 
was assigned to the committee on tax¬ 
ation. This is one of the most impor¬ 
tant committees of the Legislature. 
It is true that the Legislature, as a 
i whole, did not take up the taxation 
problem as its importance demands. 
But Mr. Ball personally proved him- 
j self to be a highly desirable type of 
I legislator. He has been punctual, 
modest, efficient and reliable in judg¬ 
ment on the main issues of the day. 

| He is conservative by nature, but gives 
j the impression of being fair-minded 
and appreciative of different situations. 
He has not spoken much, but he has 
j taken the floor at times. It is evident 
j that he has a high standard of a legis¬ 
lator’s duties and lives up to it to the 
j best of his ability. He is well worthy

His Ancestry and Descendants. 


By O. P. Allen. 

The Watsons had their origin in England, where they 7 had been an 
honored family several centuries prior to the reign of James 1. But owing to 
the persecutions of the Puritans under his rule the Watsons migrated to the 
north of Ireland, where greater toleration then existed. Here William Watson 
was born about 1670 (some writers give his name as Matthew, but a careful 
search of the records seems to fix his name as William). He was a manu¬ 
facturer of linen cloth, thread, etc., at Derry, Ireland, where he met and 
married Mary < >rr in 1695, whose family had also been driven from England by 
persecution. William Watson migrated to Xew England in 1718, arriving at 
Boston on the ship Elizabeth, Capt. Robert Names, Master, with his wife and 
children. He settled in Eeicester, Mass., in 1720, where he was killed by the 
falling of a tree in 1724. His widow married the following year John Nelson, a 
fellow passenger on the ship Elizabeth.

He then removed to Rochester, X. Y., where he spent the remainder of his 
days. He carefully invested his money, finally became interested in various 
railroads and invested heavily in them, but with such good judgment that he 
always made money. Deleft an estate valued at $300,000 to his children, 
lie was no doubt the wealthiest man who had his nativity in Palmer. He was 
never a speculator, but owed his great success to the keen judgment in his 
investments.

MUSIC FOR FOURTH OF JULY 

“Yankee Ooodle" Oldest of Our Na¬ 
tional Songs—Origin of tho 
Other Three. 

By the direction of congress Inves¬ 
tigation was recently made regarding 
what are known as our four national 
songs. According to the report the 
oldest of these songs Is “Yankee 
Doodle.” It was sung 150 years ago 
and next to “Dixie” still is the most 
popular of our national melodies. 
There are 16 different theories as to 
how the song originated, hut the most 
reliable information seems to point tc 
the fact that the song was written by 
a British officer, brought to this coun 
try and first played by British bands, 
thereafter being appropriated by the 
colonists. The first printed version ol 
the song is found In Walsh’s collection 
of dance music, published In the year 
1750. The most substantial song Is 
“America,” written by Rev. Samuel F. 
Smith, at Andover, Mass., In February, 
1832, but this song was set to the mu- ! 
sic of “God Save the King.” The 
“Star Spangled Banner,” which was 
written by Francis Scott Key, while 
witnessing the bombardment of Fort 
McHenry from a British man of war 
on iwhich he was held prisoner, has in 
recent years been adopted as the na¬ 
tional anthem and is now played on 
all patriotic occasions. By order of 
the government it Is received In both 
army and*navy circles with bared 
head.

World’s Copyright Laws. 

A writer in the London Chronicle, 
discussing copyright laws, says that 
Mexico, Venezuela and Guatemala are 
the only countries where authors en¬ 
joy the privilege of perpetual copy¬ 
right. This is worth something in 
Mexico, where there is a fairly large 
reading public, but is of little or no 
value in the other two countries. 
Spain is the most generous of Euro¬ 
pean countries toward its authors. 
Copyright there lasts for 80 years 
after the author’s death. In France 
the term is 50 years, and in Germany, 
where no copyright law existed until 
1870, it is 30 years. “In the United 
States,” adds the Chronicle, “copy¬ 
right lasts for 28 years after publica¬ 
tion, and this is extended to 42 years 
if the author or his widow or children 
are alive at the expiration of the 
term.

All that is necessary 
is the affixing of stamps to the value 
of ten cents in addition to the regular 
postage, and the writing of “Special 
Delivery” plainly underneath the 
extra stamps; the letter or package 
will then be forwarded special delivery.

, cases and the discovery of the rela 
' tlon between the eyes and the voice 
’ should certainly he valuable to stage 
1 folk and others who depend largely 
. upon their voices for their status in 

the world.

Manuscript of Thirteenth Century. 

While reading a French book of 
the sixteentu century in the univer¬ 
sity library, St. Andrews, the German 
lecturer, Dr. Schaaffs, noticed some 
fragments of an old French poem 
which the binder had pasted on back 
and covers of the book.

How One Family Solved the Problem 
of Preparing the Food for the 
Animals. 

Cooking the dog’s food had been j _ 
rather a difficult problem in our house i 
hold, either because the kitchen range j 
was otherwise occupied or because 
the cook was. ■and the long, slow cook ;

Now we put the naeat 
and bones, with enough water to cover 
them, in a flreless cooker receptacle, 
bring the contents of the pot to the 
boiling point In about five minutes, 
i and then pack the kettle away in the 
fireless cooker for five or six hours. 
The meat Is then tender enough to 
peel from the bone, and more water 
Is added, and whatever cereal we wish 
, to use. The whole mass is once more 
brought to the boiling point, and put 
back In the cooker. In another four 
or five hours we find a supply of rich¬ 
ly flavored food that keeps fresh In a 
cool place for several days. The dogs 
seem to enjoy the food prepared In 
this way, and we are sure of its be- 
i | ing thoroughly cooked, and never j 
■ scorched, and the time occupied in j 
j the kitchen is minimized.—Country j

Why Many Persons Fail to Perceive 

Events Clearly and in the Right 
Proportion. 

The veriest amateur In photogra- j 
phy knows that a view of an object j 
may be completely distorted by being 
out of focus, and thus give an entirely 
wrong notion of its relative propor- i 
tlons. To get the correct focus the 
eye of the camera must be neither too 
close nor too far from what Is to be 
photographed.- 

So it is with the human vision, 
though merely a mental photograph, 
the same precision of focus is neces¬ 
sary to arrive at relative values. The j 
trouble with too many people is that j 
their minds focus wrong, and grasp , 
events at either too near or too great j 
distance, or from extreme angles, or | 
magnify unimportant details at the 
j expense of the vital elements. 

The man who Is out of focus with 
his surroundings or with the subject 
he is discussing is quite common, and 
the peculiar ideas of which he be- 
- comes obsessed are as bizarre as a 
I photograph made by a freak camera. 
To get such a man back into focus i« 
much more difficult than to adjust a 
, lens, yet that is precisely what must 
be done in order to give him clear 
perception and enable him to see 
things in their right relation.—Omaha 
I Bee.

The attendance statistic 
school year which closed June 25 ha 
been compiled by the school depart¬ 
ment. 

The record in attendance for the past J reward the miscreants, 
year has been the best that has been 
established for a long time, the per¬ 
centage being 95.76, the highest per¬ 
centage that has been secured within 
the pa$t 24 years. This year 203 tardy 
cases were recorded, by far the smallest 
number charged against our schools 
for any year within the past 18 years. 

Fast year there were 431 tardy marks, 
against 907 for the previous year, a de¬ 
crease of 52A per cent. This year there 
were 203 cases against 431 for last year, 
or a decrease of 53 per cent. This 
shows that a steady decrease of some 
52 per cent has been maintained for 
the past two years, and is a remark¬ 
ably good showing. Two hundred and 
fifteen pupils were perfect in atten¬ 
dance—neither absent nor tardy this 
year; last year 126 were perfect. There 
was an increase of 89 pupils perfect in 
attendance. 

The Thorndike grammar school had 
the highest per cent of attendance, 

96.74, for the past year. With the ex¬ 
ception of the Bondsville gramma- 
school, this building has had the fewest 
cases of tardiness,—14. The Palmer 
grammar school had the next best at¬ 
tendance, it being 96.62 per cent.

The Massachusetts Forestry associ¬ 
ation has had one of its field assistants, 
W. S. Moir, in town for a few days in 
the interests of the association, en¬ 
deavoring to arrange for the establish¬ 
ment of a branch in this and other 
towns close by. The association is a 
private organization, but has accom¬ 
plished much good. It was formed in 
1898 because a few public-spirited citi¬ 
zens saw the great need along the line 
in which it works. Through its efforts 
the tree warden act was passed in 1899, 
and the state forestry department 
founded in 1904; in 1911 it assisted in 
getting the forest fire warden act 
passed, which has reduced the forest 
fire loss in the state from $700,000 to

to establish a branch in every city and 
large town in the state, setting the 
number at 100 before next year.

League Formed in Brimfield Last 
Friday Evening. 

FOLLOWING ADDRESSES BY VISITORS. 


Starts With Membership of Two Score. 

An Enthusiastic Audience at 
the Gathering. 

A very interesting and successful 
meeting in the interests of equal suf¬ 
frage and for the organization of a 
Brimfield league was held in the Dan- 
ielson-Lincoln memorial library build¬ 
ing in Brimfield Friday evening. The 
meeting was arranged for by Miss Marie 
Ames of Springfield, the league organ¬ 
izer in Western Massachusetts, and ! 
Miss Mary Gay of Boston, chairman 
of the organization committee of Mass¬ 
achusetts, was present and followed 
Miss Ames in an interesting and im¬ 
pressive talk. The gathering was a 
representative one, and 85 were pres- j 
ent. Recent alumni of the Hitchcock ! 
Free Academy were in attendance: 
Miss Agnes Bates of Fiskdale of the 
class of 1909, a student of kindergar- 
ten in Boston ; Miss Gladys Munroe, 
1910, of Fiskdale, a student at the New 
England conservatory of music; Miss 
Gladys Webber, 1910, a senior in the 
Westfield normal school; Miss Maude 
Hitchcock, 1911 ; Robert J. Streeter, 
1907, who has recently taken the de¬ 
gree of master of arts at Clark univer¬ 
sity and is a student of sociology and j 
economics; anti Lester Parker, 1906, 
who is principal of the high school in 
Geneva, Ill. Mr. Parker, who is a be¬ 
liever in sulfrage, reported that Geneva 
was the first town in Illinois where the 
women exercised their newly-acquired I 
right to vote. Of the attendance one- 
third were men, whose occupations are ! 
farming, the professions and business. 

Miss Ames was introduced by Miss 
Tarbell, the librarian, and her talk had j 
for its theme the need of the state for 
the votes of women. She showed that 
the world through equal suffrage would 
have the benefit of the practical appli¬ 
cation of the special interests and abil¬ 
ities of women. Men are the natural 
promoters of business conditions; ! 
women are more interested in ques¬ 
tions of welfare. Men as a class are 
owners and producers; women are 
users and consumers. Each class has 
its own problems. By co-operation 
there will be a more perfect political 
body and a more ideal government. 
Men and women together have made 
the home; together have made the 
church; together should make the 1 
state. 

Miss Gay gave many clear and con¬ 
vincing reasons for women’s having the ' 
ballot. First she pointed out the fact 
that there are in this country between 
8,000,000 and 9,000,000 women who are 
earning their living as a call for suf¬ 
frage. Next the fact that women have 
now educational opportunities which 
makes them want the ballot to apply 
their understanding of affairs to practi¬ 
cal problems. Women have a special 
interest in and fitness for domestic 
problems, that is, those public matters 
which affect the home which must be 
solved through public channels. 
Among these are city and state laws 
concerning streets and alley ways and 
conditions of amusements. Women 
must have more than an interest in 
good laws, they must have the power 
to make and enforce them. It has 
taken 45 years of effect to get laws 
which make the mother equal to the 
father in the guardianship of children. 
There have been arguments, but no 
good reasons given why women should 
not vote. It is said that women can 
have more influence over men’s vote 
without the ballot. This kind of in¬ 
fluence without responsibility is per¬ 
nicious. 

It is said that women do not want 
the ballot. Who knows until they 
have had a chance to use it? Another 
argument is that ignorant women will 
vote. Are there no ignorant men 
voters? Again, the danger of the vote 
of foreign-born women is pointed out. 
But statistics show that there are three 
times as many native-born women in 
America as there are foreign-born men 
and women taken together. 

The enfranchisement of women is a 
step in the world’s great progress in 
democracy,—a movement that has 
gradually been developed. In this 
country at first only members of one 
church could vote, then came the suf¬ 
frage of freeholders. Yet it was 
argued that only a few freeholders 
would want to vote. The status of 
women has had a gradual evolution. 
An article was put forth 100 years ago 
showing 113 reasons why women should

This would be the company’s attitude 
in the future. Complaints from Pal¬ 
mer citizens are to be referred direct to 
Mr. Waterman, and he will personally 
confer with the aggrieved ones. 

There was a general discussion of 
conditions and the company’s attitude, 
which did reflect creditably on the 
company, in that it apparently showed 
no disposition to keep the promises 
made when it was asking for a permit 
to do business in the tow’n. Then it 
promised that all pipes should be prop¬ 
erly laid, that trees would not be 
killed, and that everything should be 
in first-class order. The suggestion of 
W. F. Fillmore that the company is 
doing business under false pretences 
seemed to voice the opinion of all 
present. 

During the hearing Mr. Waterman 
stated that his company did not make 
cash settlements for trees killed. The 
only exception was in one small town 
where several trees were killed through 
careless pipe laying, the company ac¬ 
knowledging its liability. In view of 
this statement it is interesting to learn 
that on April 12, 1909, the Worcester 
County Gas company paid $800 for an 
elm tree killed by gas in front of the 
residence of Charles A. Blake in West 
Brookfield, Mr. Blake having brought 
suit against the company for the loss 
of the tree.

For Woman Suffrage 

(Continued Irotn First Page) 
not learn the alphabet. Now that • 
women are educated they are asking 
politely for the ballot, and we trust it 1 
will continue to be a polite asking. It 1 
is said that suffrage will kill our chival¬ 
ry. It is more important to have laws 
to protect women and children than ( 
to have men give up their seats in the 
cats, hut when, women vote there will < 
probably be enough ears provided so 
that the men can sit down. In Wyo¬ 
ming, where equal suffrage was first i 
tried, the women say that for 11 : 
months in the year the men are as 
chivalrous as ever, and during election 
month, more chivalrous. 

It is not the ballot as an end that we 
want, but as a means to make things 
better. The laws that have been en¬ 
acted by means of the votes of women 
have mainly pertained to domestic 
problems. Between 1895 and 1912 in 
Colorado there have been 150 such laws 
relating to conditions of women and 
children. The classes of women en¬ 
titled to vote are surely the tax-paying 
women, the working women and the 
women in the home. In closing the 
speaker dwelt on the progress that has 
been made in Massachusetts in behalf 
of woman suffrage in the 60 years that 
the struggle has been going on, with 
the prospect of the measure’s being 
soon favorably acted upon. But the 
great field of work is in the country 
towns and with them lies the power ; 
to bring equal suffrage. The organiza¬ 
tion movement is an important one in 
the present situation in these towns. 

After Miss Gay’s address, an organ¬ 
ization to be known as the Brimfield 
Equal Suffrage league was formed, 
with the following officers : President, 
Mrs. Martha Streeter ; vice president, 
Miss Alice Sawin; secretary, Miss 
Gladys Webber; treasurer, William 
Spooner. Miss Anna Tarbell was made 
chairman of a publicity committee 
and Mrs. Robert Lewis was elected 
chairman of a membership committee, j 
About 20 members were enrolled and :

to Bird. As it is the policy of Repub¬ 
licans to make the Moose vote as small 
as possible, and as they must win the 
state from the Democrats, if possible, 
there is abundant justification for their 
making Foss their party nominee if he 
will take it, and it is probable that he 
would if he were asked. 

In the meantime, the candidacy of 
Col. Everett C. Benton for the Re¬ 
publican nomination for governor does 
not call out much enthusiasm, but it 
does make criticism and it looks as if 
he would be a weak candidate if he 
were to run. Thus, unless something 
happens, the grand old party will be 
put in an unfortunate plight and its 
restoration to power will be all the 
more delayed , if other states are in¬ 
fluenced by the example of Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

It has been decided that the Re¬ 
publican state committee will hold the 
conference which was voted, although 
some of the big party leaders in Wash¬ 
ington have not approved it because it 
seemed to be against the spirit of the 
direct primary law, which would refer 
everything to the people without the 
intervention of leaders. Rut the need 
of leaders is so strongly felt that the 
committee will go ahead and hold the 
meeting, in spite of the disapproval. 

Already the secretary’s office is run¬ 
ning an extra force to take care of 
state politics. The direct primary law 
makes lots of work and expense.

For Better Tree Preservation. Highway Work Nearly Done. 


Need of Such Work Here. Elm Trees 
Are in Bad Shape. 

\Y. Stewart Moir, a representative of 
the Massachusetts Forestry Associa¬ 
tion, has been in town during the past 
week interviewing influential citizens 
regarding the feasibility of establish¬ 
ing a branch of the State Forestry 
Association locally, and trying to 
arouse more concentrated interest in 
shade tree protection and forest con¬ 
servation in this section of the state. 
A branch association has been estab¬ 
lished at Palmer, and a number of 
local men have joined the State Asso¬ 
ciation. The need of such a society in 
Monson is plainly recognized, espec¬ 
ially in regard to better care of shade 
trees. The present condition of the 
elms is causing much comment and 
many question the effectiveness of the 
spraying for the elm beetle which the 
trees on the principal streets received, 
as the foliage is badly eaten at present. 
Last winter was very favorable for the 
“living over” of the beetle, and the 
tree warden is greatly handicapped in 
his work in not having a suitable pow- j 
er sprayer. The combination of these ' 
facts seems to be responsible for the ; 
present condition of the trees.

THROWN FROM CAR ON NEXT TRACK 


Sevyal Passengers on Palmer Car 
Injured in Indian Orchard 
Sunday Morning. 

< cut requiring 15 stitches to close 
was inflicted on the nose and lip of a 
9-years-old girl—Alice Hindle, daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Adam Hindle of 42 
Orleander street, Springfield—riding in 
a Palmer trolley car Sunday morning 
in Indian Orchard by a whisky bottle 
thrown from a car passing on the other 
track, and she will probably be dis¬ 
figured for life. No trace of the bottle- 
thrower was found, and it seems evi¬ 
dent that the act was one of careless¬ 
ness and not with malicious intent. 
Others hurt were Cora Giles of 21 
Cooley street, Springfield, who had a 
cut on the left cheek, and Sadie Pro¬ 
vost of 519 Main street, Springfield, 
who sustained a cut on the right 
temple; neither was of a serious nature. 
Mrs. Ashcroft of Springfield com¬ 
plained of glass in one eye, but the 
physician could find no trace of it. 
Motorman Morris Kelley was slightly 
cut on the right hand. 

The Palmer car was in charge of 
Motorman Morris Kelley and Conduc¬ 
tor William Grady, and left Court 
Square in Springfield at 10.15. It was 
an open car with glass front, the win¬ 
dows being down however. The car 
had just passed Lake Lorraine on Berk¬ 
shire street in Indian Orchard when it 
met a Ludlow car bound for Spring- 
field. As the front of the Palmer car 
passed the rear of the other a whisky 
bottle struck the inner sash of the win¬ 
dow on the left side and broke, the 
pieces flying through the car as far 
back as the rear seat. The passengers 
injured were sitting on the third seat 
from the front. The car crew, seeing 
that the services of a physician were 
needed for the Hindle girl, hurried 
along to the Orchard and secured Dr.

The crew of the Ludlow car knew 
nothing of the accident until called 
by telephone on their arrival in Spring- 
field.

The theory is 
that these men, after emptying the 
bottle, threw it to one side with no 
thought or care as to where it went. 
It is probable that the thrower will 
never be discovered.

An attempted holdup of a trolley car on the Monson line late 
Monday evening", a spirited fig"ht between the conductor and one of 
the highwaymen in which the former was fired at four times and 
wounded once, later running" the car to a place of safety after chasing 
the holdup man off the job, was the unusual occurrence of this 
section this week. The conductor’s wound was a slight one, but his 
eseape from death was narrow; a slight fraction of an inch was the 
margin of safety between him and two of the bullets fired at him

The car was the one due in Palmer 
at 10.15 from Monson. It was in 
charge of Motorman Earl Douty and 
Conductor John McManus. The car 
left Monson on time at 9.45 and pro¬ 
ceeded without unusual occurrence 
until near the end of the private land 
between North Monson and the Pal¬ 
mer road. There, near the Swedish 
clubhouse, the motorman discovered a 
quantity of brush on the track. He 
| stopped his car just as it reached the 
| obstruction, pushing it along a little 
but not running over it. Conductor 
McManus, who had been riding on the 
front end after collecting his fares, 
dropped off the running board to re¬ 
move the obstruction. As he did so 
he was confronted by a man wearing a 
mask over the lower part of his face 
and holding a revolver in his hand, the 
weapon being pointed at McManus’ 
head. 

“Hold up your hands fellow and 
give me your money,” was the com¬ 
mand. “1 will like hell!” was Mc¬ 
Manus’ reply as he ducked and made 
a jump for the highwayman. It was 
lucky that he ducked, for there was a 
Hash from the would-be robber’s gun 
and the bullet intended for McManus 
passed harmlessly over his head. The 
fellow dodged back ami McManus 
failed to get a hold on him. They 
went down into the ditch together, and 
in the scrimmage the fellow fired twice 
more, the last shot catching McManus 
almost exactly in the center of the top 
of the head, plowing a furrow in the 
scalp about an inch long and nearly 
half as wide; the shot was tired at such 
close range that the scalp was blacken¬ 
ed by the powder. The shock knocked 
McManus to the ground, and when he 
arose a moment later the man had dis¬ 
appeared in the darkness. McManus 
attempted to follow him but lost him 
in the inky blackness of a cloudy 
night in the woods. 


Mason place close by for help, which 
he secured and started back. While 
some distance from the track they 
saw the car coming, and assumed 
that it had been taken possession of 
by the robbers; they accordingly hid 
until it passed, then hastened across 
to the house of Bert Leach on the 
Palmer road, about a quarter of a 
mile away, and telephoned to the 
car office in Palmer, which had 
already heard the news from the 
women, who had phoned from the 
Davis farm a half mile nearer Palmer. 
The boy stayed by the car. 

The behavior of the women pas¬ 
sengers on the car was decidedly 
out of the ordinary. They were 
riding in two seats facing each other 
at the front of the car, and when the 
car stopped they were almost opposite 
the bandit as he ordered the conductor 
i to hold up his hands. One of the 
women immediately threw her pocket- 
book into the brush to save it, but not 
a loud sound was uttered by one of the 
party. One of the number suggested 
that if they kept still perhaps they 
would not be molested, and all seemed 
to consider it a good proposition. 

McManus’ first thought after losing 
his man was for his passengers, and 
he started with them toward Palmer. 
He did not know but that there might 
be more highwaymen lying in w T ait 
further along the track, and to throw 
them otf their guard tooK off his coat 
and kicked it under the seat at the 
front of the car, telling the boy to keep 
watch of it, figuring that in his shirt¬ 
sleeves he would not be recognized 
as one of the car crew, especially 
as his hat had been lost in the scrim¬ 
mage. He had run the car only a short 
distance when the trolley left the 
wire and the trolley pole was so bent 
that it was impossible to proceed I 
further. The passengers on the car ; 
then walked to the Maloney farm, a

! AA’hen word of the attempted hold-up 
I was received at the office of the street 
railway company a special car was sent 
| at once to bring back the disabled car 
and the passengers. Dr. S. R. Carsley 
was also sent to McManus and made 
the trip in his auto, bringing the 
injured man back to his office, where 
l his hurts were dressed. They appeared 
to be slight however, consisting of the 
scalp wound caused by the bullet, a 
cut about three quarters of an inch 
long but not very deep a little back of 
the other, apparently caused by a piece 
of brush or something similar in the 
fall which he took; there was a slight 
scratch on the bridge of the nose and 
an abrasion or two on the back of one 
hand, evidently received in the mixup 
or fall. He was taken to his home on 
; AValnut street a little later, and the 
next day was suffering only from a 
pretty sore head and a general tendency 
to nervousness due to relaxation after 
; the severe strain he had been through. 

That McManus’ escape from death 
was a narrow one was further evidenced 
j when he removed his clothing after 
; reaching home. In the left hip 
j pocket of his trousers was found a 32- 
calibre revolver bullet. Examination 
showed that the ball had gone through 
the left side of his coat, the shot being 
fired at such close range that the cloth 
was burned by the powder; after pass¬ 
ing through the coat and lining the 
ball had struck his trousers just above 
the front corner of the pocket and 
about an inch away; passing through 
a fold in the cloth it entered the 
j pocket, where it struck a chain and 
bunch of keys, and not having suf- 
i heient force to do any further damage 
dropped harmlessly to the bottom of 
i the jtocket. This was apparently the J 
1 second shot fired by the highwayman, j 
and from its appearance and the course | 
' it took was not from a high power 
weapon; had it been, it would have 
' gone out and not stopped In the I 
pocket. 

Douty’s story of the occurrence is I 
practically the same as that of j 
McManus. After the third shot had ) 
been fired from the front and one from 1 
the rear and he saw McManus lying 
on the ground, apparently dead or j 
badly hurt, he concluded that the! 
best thing he could do would be to I 
get help, and acted accordingly. 

The spot and the time were ideal for j 
a holdup. The location was just in 
the edge of a piece of woods at some | 
distance from any habitation, and the 
night was as “dark as a pocket,” not a ; 
star being visible and the sky being I 
overcast with dark clouds. L’nder { 
these conditions, the wearing of masks ' 
by the highwaymen and the rapidity i 
with which the whole affair was begun i 
carried out and finished, the chances ! 
of apprehending the offenders seem J 
very slight. Not a person on the car 
could swear positively to the identity 
of anyone accused of the job; he might 
“look like the fellow,” but the mask 
and darkness and the excitement 
would prevent a positive identification.

TYPHOID FEVER CASES. 


There Are Five in Town, With 
Three Suspects. 


BOARD OF HEALTH IS INVESTIGATING. 


Have No Suggestion as to Source. Milk 
Supplies Being Carefully 
Scrutinized. 




Typhoid fever has made its appear¬ 
ance in this village recently, and there 
are now five cases. Three other cases 
of illness are of a suspicious nature and 
may prove to be typhoid. 

So many rumors, some of the wild¬ 
est and most unreasonable nature, 
have been in circulation that yesterday 
afternoon the local board of health had 
in consultation a member of the State 
board. Their conclusion was that the 
reports which are being circulated are 
greatly and unnecessarily exaggerated, 
and that there is as yet no cause for 
alarm in the matter. At the same 
time, as a precautionary measure, they 
advise care in the selection of a source 
of supply for drinking water, and sug¬ 
gest that perfect safety can be had with 
the slight trouble necessary to boil the 
water used for drinking. 

It was reported recently that some 
Greeks had been discovered bathing in 
the reservoir of the Palmer AVater com¬ 
pany. Investigation proved that this 
was undoubtedly true; the offenders, 
who had done so unwittingly, were in¬ 
formed of the conditions and promised 
to refrain in the future. Knowledge of 
the matter has given rise to a report 
that the reservoir of the Palmer Water 
company is full of typhoid germs. 
This the board of health is loth to be¬ 
lieve however. The history of all epi¬ 
demics of typhoid arising from impure 
water is that large numbers areafllcted 
at the same time. AA’hen the source of 
contagion is in milk the spread is much 
slower, and the board of health is in¬ 
clined to look for the origin of the 
present cases in some milk supply. 
The appearance of the disease in fami¬ 
lies securing milk from different deal¬ 
ers might easily be accounted for if 
the contaminated milk was also sold 
to drug stores and restaurants, where 
it would be partaken of by people from 
all sections. After the meeting yester¬ 
day afternoon the state official started 
out on a tour of investigation of the 
sources of milk supply, and is to con¬ 
tinue until he has visited all which de¬ 
liver milk in Palmer. 

AA’hile the board of health does not 
look to the water supply for the origin 
of the present cases, it recognizes the 
possibility that it may be there. The 
board has absolutely no power over the 
Palmer AA’ater company, which is a 
privately owned company—ft can only 
recommend. The state board of health 
has power however, and the local board 
has written that body a letter setting 
forth the situation and asking it to 
take some measure to better secure the 
watershed of the Palmer AA’ater com¬ 
pany from pollution in the future, by 
adequate fencing or some other means.

Interesting Relics. 

Some Valuable Antique Articles in 
Possession of Local Man. 

D. B. Collity of this village is in 
possession of a number of interesting 
relics of ye olden time which are 
worthy of mention. 

He has a fine specimen of a sleigh 
made in Hardwick about 130 years ago 
for Mr. Mixter of that town, grand¬ 
father of Joseph W. Weeks, formerly 
proprietor of the Weeks House in 
Palmer. Mr. Weeks had the sleigh 
from his father, and after using it 
many years himself gave it to Mr. 
Collity. After doing service for four 
generations it still looks as good as 
new. 

Another antique is a string of 18 fine 
bells, which for many years gave warn¬ 
ing that a sleigh was on the road. 

Another is a fine specimen of a 
Windsor chair which must be about 
140 years old, as this style was made in 
this country from 1750 to 1775. The 
name “Windsor” arose from the Eng¬ 
lish town where one of the king 
Georges found in a shepherd’s cottage 
a chair of this style, which he bought 
and had others made like it, thereby 
setting the fashion. It is one of the 
most comfortable chaus to sit in which 
were ever made. The chair once 
belonged to John Frink of the Old 
Center tavern. It had passed from 
him to his daughter, Mrs. Frank 
Morgan, then to Joseph Weeks and 
from him to Mr. Collity. 

Mr. Collity has also a pair of well- 
made fire tongs with a polished handle, 
with the date of manufacture —1796 — 
neatly cut. This specimen was picked 
up at a recent auction.

ICE SUPPLY CUT OFF. 


No Delivery to Families For 
Last Three Days. 


TIME OF RESUMING IS INDEFINITE. 


Men Quit Work. Ice Is Scarce. New 
Supply Secured. Price 
Ooes Up. 

After a suspension of ice delivery 
except to sick cases and business places 
along Main street for three days—there 
has been none since Monday—there is 
a prospect that ice may be had again 
in a short time, dependent wholly on 
when help sufficient to do the work 
can be secured. 

This will be good news to those who 
have sulTered from a lack of ice during 
the last three days, especially families 
where there are little children and ice 
is necessary for the preservation of the 
milk they must have for food. Those 
allected are hoping that the delay in 
starting deliveries again will not be 
long. 

When delivery is commenced again 
the price will be raised from 40 cents to 
60 cents per 100 pounds. The 40-cent 
rate was an advance over previous 
years, and was established at the be¬ 
ginning of the season for the stated 
reason that the business was being con¬ 
ducted at a loss at the former price. 
The public was given to understand 
that the 40-cent rate would prevail as 
long as the supply of ice lasted, but 
the control of the situation and supply 
has changed since that time, the pres¬ 
ent owner being W. F. Fillmore. 

During an interview with Mr. Fill¬ 
more this morning the following state¬ 
ments were made by him. The men 
employed to deliver ice quit work 
Tuesday morning. At that time there 
was on hand a sufficient quantity of 
ice to last through the month of Au¬ 
gust under the usual conditions, and 
that he probably would not have stop¬ 
ped delivery at this time if his men 
had not quit. He put two men and a 
team at w’ork delivering to sick fami¬ 
lies, and to drug stores and soda foun¬ 
tains and Main street business places, 
“ because we really ought to take care 
of them.” There were several good 
reasons, he said, why ice was not de¬ 
livered to families, two of them being 
that “ we haven’t the men to do the 
work, and we are short of ice.” He 
also urged that he had written con¬ 
tracts to run through the year and had 
to reserve enough to fill those. When

1 were small children and where ice was 
a necessity to preserve their food and 
other perishable supplies, he replied 
1 that he supposed every family would 
want ice. 

Mr. Fillmore also announced that he 
had this morning purchased 4<»0 tons 
of ice stored at Forest Lake, and that j 
as soon as he could secure men to! 
handle it he would begin to cover the 
regular routes again. He could give no 
suggestion as to when that would be I 
beyond that he should begin “as soon 
as possible.” The price however, [ 
would be 60 cents per 100 pounds, ex¬ 
cept where written contracts were at a 
lower price. When he was asked if j 
this price was to apply only to the new I 
ice when the original supply w r as ex¬ 
hausted, or to the entire stock, he 
replied that it would be impossible to 
have two prices, and that the 60 cents 
rate would apply to all ice when deliv- j 
ery is started. 

The non-delivery of ice for three { 
days caused a large amount of incon¬ 
venience, annoyance, and on the part 
of parents with small children, mental ; 
anxiety. Because of the Monday de- ! 
livery the absolute need for more did j 
not occur in many places until yester¬ 
day, but then none was to be had from 
the usual source. Appeals for a sup¬ 
ply were met w ith the statement that 
there would be no ice forthcoming that 
day nor to-day, even w T hen the neces¬ 
sity was explained. Individuals who 
were obliged to have some at any cost 
hired teams and sent to Forest Lake, 
where A. D. Moore gave them some 
from his supply. Arrangements were 
made with W. C. Moulton of Monson 
to bring in as much as possible to-day, 
and he has supplied two or three tons. 
So far as known there have been no 
serious results, but the margin was 
narrow’.

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SAID HE WAS HELD IP. 

Springfield Man Tells Tale of 
Alleged Highwayman. 

MASKED MEN DEMANDED HIS MONEY. 


But He Threatened to Fill ’Em Full of 

Cold Lead and They Hastened 
Away. 

A man giving the name of Noah 
Haskell of Springfield, with a resi¬ 
dence at 73 Vernon street in that city, 
arrived in Palmer on the 4.45 electric 
car from Monson last Friday afternoon 
and told a story of an attempted hold¬ 
up in that town. 

He said that he had been to the town 
farm on East Hill on business and was 
on his way back to the car line ; about 
half a mile from it two men suddenly 
stepped over the stone wall into the 
road a short distance ahead of him. 
They wore masks over their faces, one 
being of some red material thfough 
which holes were left for the eyes, the 
other being white, so arranged that it 
left the eyes free. The men asked him 
what time it was, and then asked if he 
had any money. At that the intended 
victim put his hand in a hip pocket 
and promised to fill full of cold lead 
the first man who moved a step toward 
him or made a motion toward a hip 
pocket; neither of the holdup men 
had a gun in his hand, and for that 
matter there was none in Mr. Haskell’s 
pocket. The men made some further 
talk with Mr. Haskell, suggesting that 
possibly he was a detective come to 
arrest them, then moved olf a few rods 
and climbed back over the wall. Mr. 
Haskell then continued on to the car 
line and came to Palmer, where he 
notified the officers. He was unable to 
tell much about the men, but described 
one as about 5 feet 10 inches tall and 
weighing about 180 pounds ; the other 
was perhaps 5 feet 7 inches and about 
150 pounds weight. The masks did 
not cover their faces anti he noticed a 
two-days’ growth of beard on their 
chins. They wore no coats, but had 
shirts of some striped material and 
kahki-colored trousers. He got a good 
look at them because they were not 
farther away than “ out to them car 
tracks,” a distance of about 40 feet. 
He was firm in the opinion that there 
was more to it than the attempt to 
hold him up, and expressed his belief 
that there was a den of dangerous men 
located somewhere in the woods in that 
locality. 

The Palmer officers were told the 
story and they notified the Monson 
authorities, who made a careful and ! 
thorough investigation, with the follow- j 
ing results. 

Haskell arrived at North Monson 
early in the afternoon by electric car. 
He inquired of the conductor about 
the recent hold-up and seemed much 
interested in it. He stopped at John 
Dalton’s house and asked the way to 
the town farm, receiving proper direc¬ 
tions. Rev. Albert Squier of Cam¬ 
bridge, who is visiting relatives in 
Monson, reports finding a man of 
Haskell’s description prowling about 
the Quaboag Country clubhouse about 
this time. The man could offer no 
explanation for his presence in the 
house and withdrew. Mrs. Dalton saw 
him leave ostensibly for the town farm, 
but saw him coming back before he 
could have reached there and returned ; 
the town farm authorities say that no 

such person visited them on Friday. 
Two boys about 12 years of age were 
located near the scene of the alleged 
holdup later in the day. They wore 
kahki trousers of knee length, but 
otherwise had no appearance of being 
highwaymen. 

The Monson authorities believe that 
the man was somewhat unbalanced, 
although his appearance was respecta¬ 
ble in every respect. Realizing how 
detrimental such reports are to the 
town, the selectmen caused a most 
careful investigation to be made. 
Those to whom the man told his story 
in Palmer were inclined to the same 
opinion as the Monson officials.

Nasty Runaway Monday. 

Powerful Team Dashes Down Central j 
Street. Man Hurt. 

William E. Kenyon of South Main 
street, proprietor of a trucking and 
teaming business, miraculously escaped : 
death on Central street about 4 o’clock 
Monday afternoon, getting off with a 
scalp wound about three inches long, !

Mr. Kenyon was driving an empty 
dump cart to which was attached a 
pair of powerful black horses weighing 
perhaps 1600 each, a team he has j 
owned but a short time.

: and Mr. Kenyon was thrown by the 
l jolt out of the seat and over backward 1 
into the body of the cart, and to this ;

owes his life. About 75 feet further 
along the horses straddled an electric j 
light pole, one going on either side. ! 
The front of the cart was smashed to ! 
pieces and the horses separated from J 
it, also from themselves. They ran to I 
Main street and both fell fiat on the j 
brick paving in attempting to turn 
toward the south, but quickly regained 
their feet. The jolt had rather taken 
the ambition out of them however, 
and they stopped within a hundred 
feet or so. 

Mr. Kenyon was found lying on the 
ground in front of the cart body, which i 
had turned around at right angles with j 
Central street and stood on one side;

Was Ezekiel Terry, Who Was Mrs. William Tyers ol Carpet 
Also a Minister. Mill District Tuesday. 


INSTALLED PRESS HERE ABOUT 1809. 


House is Still Standing. Printed Many 
Pamphlets and Books Still 
Preserved. 

A certain interest is always connect¬ 
ed with the first interprise of impor¬ 
tance which is introduced in any town, 
for which reason this sketch has been 
prepared to tell something of the man 
who first established the printing busi¬ 
ness in Palmer. His name was Ezekiel 
Terry, and he was born March 1, 1775, 
in Enfield, Ct. The Terry genealogy 
says ‘‘he was a Baptist minister, a 
hymn-writer and a printer.” A later 
authority adds that ‘‘he was a teacher, 
(once a member of the school com¬ 
mittee of Palmer), a blacksmith, a 
shoemaker and a clockmaker ; some 
of the clocks are said to be still in use 
and running in good order.” It seems 
to me that the added statement above 
ought to be taken with some grain of 
allowance; at least we could easily 
leave out the occupations of black¬ 
smith and shoemaker and still allow 
him all the callings he could fill with 
advantage. As there was a Baptist 
society in the western section of Mon¬ 
son at the time of his residence in 
Palmer, it is quite likely he might 


CLOTHING NEARLY ALL BURNED OFF. 


Was Burning Papers in Yard When 
Garments Caught Fire; No 
Possible Relief. 

Harriett A. Tyers, 50, wife of 
William R. Tyres of the carpet mill 
district, died at her home late Tuesday 
afternoon from theetTects of burns re¬ 
ceived shortly before noon. About 
11.30 Mrs. Tyers went into the yard to 
burn some waste papers, placing them J 
in a pan. As the fire was near a build¬ 
ing she placed a piece of sheet metal 
over the papers to prevent them blow- [ 
ing away.

The land records in Springfield show i 
that Ezekiel Terry of East Windsor, ; 
Ct., bought 60 acres in Palmer of Jere-1 
miah Snow Jr., a clockmaker, and ten , 
acres of Ephraim Bond of Wilbraham, 
paying $500 for the 70 acres, dated Sep¬ 
tember SO, 1802. This farm is located 
in the southwest corner of Palmer, 
where it touches a corner of Monson 
and Wilbraham. The house stands 
near the highway from Palmer to 
Springfield, and must have been built 
before 1800. The farm is now owned 
by William H. Graves, who purchased 
it in 1908, and values it at $2700, which 
price is mentioned to show the change 
in land values during the last century. 
The house has had little or no change 
save to keep it in good repair—even 
the original stone chimney has been 
retained ; this refers to the upright 
part, as about 50 years ago an ell was 
added to the east end of the old house. 

On a recent visit to the place I was 
shown the room—about 11 by 16 and 
6 feet high, located in the basement— 
where Ferry conducted the work of 
composing and printing. The loca¬ 
tion is shown in the picture of the 
house, on the left, where the door en¬ 
ters the basement on a level with the 
floor of the printing room. The room 
has been changed but slightly since it 
was occupied by Terry. 

Ezekiel Terry seems to have com¬ 
menced his career in Palmer as an 
author and publisher; for the first 
thing produced by him now extant 
was a tract of 12 pages in verse, hav¬ 
ing for its title 

“The sorrows ol Yamba ; illustrating the 
Cruelties of the Slave trade: Together with 
the Reflections of a Minister in the Day of 
Declension.

Mr. Terry installed a printing press 
in his Palmer home in 1809 or sooner, 
for in June of that year he issued the 
initial number of the first periodical 
published in Palmer, in the shape of 
12 pages with the title, ‘‘The Massa¬ 
chusetts Watchman and Periodical 
Journal,” in the prospectus of which 
he makes this statement: “The 
Watchman will be published on the 
first week of every month at the small 
price of sixty-two and a half cents a 
year, payable half yearly, or fifty cents

TYPHOID SOURCE FOUND. 

Came From Transient Employed 
On the Rourke Farm. 

WAS THERE ONLY ABOUT TWO WEEKS 


Then Left and Soon Came Down With 
the Fever. No More Cases 
Expected. 

There is apparently good reason to 
believe that the source of the typhoid 
epidemic has been discovered and that 
there will be no more cases of the dis¬ 
ease unless by reinfection from some 
of the present cases. The board of 
health has found that a man giving 
the name of William Dillon worked on 
the milk farm of J. F. Bourke from 
July 7 to July 20, and is now sick with 
typhoid fever in West Warren. The 
board believes that the infection was 
spread through milk with which Dillon 
came in contact in his work on the 
Bourke place. Mr. Bourke has a large 
milk farm in Monson, supplying many 
families, drug stores, hotels, etc., in 
Palmer. 

From the first the board began to 
suspect the Rourke milk, because they 
soon learned that nearly every typhoid 
patient was either a regular consumer 
of it or had had access to it through 
the soda fountains, restaurants or 
I hotels which he supplied. An inves- 
| tigation of Rourke’s premises disclosed 
[ nothing which would suggest typhoid, 
and a careful investigation failed to 
! reveal any case of typhoid on or near 
the farm within the memory of any¬ 
one living. Blood tests of all on the 
place were taken without avail, and 
other places where Mr. Bourke bought 
milk were carefully investigated with 
like result. Knowledge of the Dillon 
man came to the board of health and 
they began a search for him, but failed 
to locate him until within a few days. 
In the meantime, they were advised 
by Dr. James V. W. Boyd of Spring- 
field, representative of the State Board 
of Health, to cut off the Bourke milk, 
and they did this last Thursday even- 
j ing, revoking his license to sell in 
Palmer. 

Mr. Bourke had been selling only 
a small quantity for some time how- 
I ever. When he became aware that his 
milk was under suspicion he so notified 
all of his customers and told them he 
should stop selling until some definite 
j knowlege of the situation was obtained, 
j There were some however who believed 
his milk to be all right, and he kept 
i supplying those who wished him to. 
Now that the source of the trouble has 
been determined, the board of health 
! will see that the utensils used in Mr. 

! Bourke’s milk business are sterilized 
j and put in proper shape, when he will 
be allowed to sell milk again. 

The first case of typhoid was reported 
| July 30, ten days after the man Dillon 
I left the Rourke farm; there were four 
! of the cases at once. Since that time 
there have been new ones almost every 
j day until the total number is 34; there 
has been one death. The absence of 
any new cases recently is reason to 
| believe that there will be no more from 
| the source of these at least. There 
i have been no new cases since last Sat- 
|urday.

Annie S. Pe~k Describes Home in 

Heart of the Mountains, Where

My home in this wonderful valley, 
where foi weeks on three separate ex¬ 
peditions, 1 have been hospitably enter¬ 
tained, is for the most part a house of 
a single story built around two courts 
or patios. Arriving on foot or horse¬ 
back, one passes through a wide vesti¬ 
bule into a large patio surrounded by 
a covered corridor or veranda and the 
principal rooms of the dwelling. The 
drawing room is furnished with Brus¬ 
sels carpet, large mirror, marble-top¬ 
ped tables, and expensive upholstered 
furniture. A piano, too, is here, as 
In every house where I was enter* ain- 
ed. The stranger coming, as he must, 
on horseback, 90 miles from the sea¬ 
port of Casma or Samanco up over the 
Black range and down into the val- 
i ley, will wonder how the great mir¬ 
rors, the piano, the heavy French fur¬ 
niture, were brought to this town to 
! which no railroad or carriage road 
leads. Neither mule nor burro, the 
ordinary freight carriers here, can 
j transport a piano on his hack. From 
Samanco a cart road leads 30 miles 
to Moro. For the remaining 60 miles, 
up over a pass as high as the top of 
the Matterhorn, 14,700 feet, and down 
a steep path to the valley, the piano is 
borne on the shoulders of men. Luck¬ 
ily for the gentlefolk, labor is cheap 
—30 cents a day.—Annie S. Peck, in 
Harper’s Bazar.

The Useful Killdeer. 

The killdeer, if It is eaten at all in I 
this part of the country, cannot stand 
in high favor. There is no talk of 
killdeer hunting. They are not to be 
perceived in the string of birds the 
successful hunter likes to display. But 
there are pathetic evidence to be 
noted on the beaches that those j 
“sportsmen” who shoot at anything 
living find in the killdeer a target to I 
their liking. 

In a bulletin Just put out by the ag¬ 
riculture department it appears that 
this beautiful, if somewhat unmusical 
bird, renders very efficient service to 
mankind. It preys upon mosquito 
larvae. The diving bettle, a great en¬ 
emy to the fish hatcheries and de¬ 
structive to fish food, is a tit-bit very 
much to the taste of the killdeer. He 
is an industrious hunter of the cray¬ 
fish which are a nuisance where 
marshland is dyked. He follows the 
plow of the farmer and picks up 
grubs, cut worms, leaf beetles and 
other pests of agricuture. He eats 
little or no vegetable food, and prob¬ 
ably then, as in the case of the quail, 
only If he can find no insects.—Toledo 
Blade. 

Use for Aniline Colors. 

That aniline colors have a marked 
action upon various kinds of microbes 
appears to be established. It is dis¬ 
covered that aniline compounds in 
general act to destroy microbes, even 
in greater degree than does phenic 
acid. Of the different bafcteria exam¬ 
ined the typhus bacillus i* the most 
readily affected.

Ware Priest Dies Abroad. 

Mourned by his Parishioners and the 
Townspeople in General. 

A cablegram to friends in Ware last 
Thursday night announced the death 
at his home in Switzerland that morn¬ 
ing of Rev. Joseph Clement Fux, pas- j 
tor of St. Joseph’s Polish church of 
Ware. Death was due to ulceration of 
the stomach. For several years he 
had been in ill health, and last < >eto- 
ber went abroad in the hope of being | 
benefitted. He underwent an opera-1 
tion June 3, and a little later two more [ 
were performed. Death came at his | 
home in Kmbd, Switzerland, where he i 
was born. 

After receiving his early education j 
in his native place he went to Franee | 
for study and later to Rome, where he j 
studied nine years, obtaining a degree 
of doctor of philosophy, after which 
he went to Poland and learned the 
Polish language, coming from there to 
Ware January 1, 1905. The Polish 
people were then holding their services 
in the basement of All Saints’ church. 
Fr. Fux organized them into a parish 
and in 1907 erected St. Mary’s church. 
During his pastorate he was a true 
father of his people, wise in counsel 
which was constantly sought, just and 
honorable in all of his dealings, en¬ 
couraging his people to abstain from 
the use of intoxicating drinks, save 
their money, educate their children 
and become good citizens. The prog¬ 
ress which the Polish people of Ware 
have made—and it has been great 
progress—is due in no small degree to 
the influence of Father Fux. He be¬ 
came well acquainted with the busi¬ 
ness men and officials of that town, 
and was always ready to do his part. 
At the time of Ware’s 150th celebra¬ 
tion he delivered one of the best ad¬ 
dresses at the park, spoken in the Eng¬ 
lish language, which he had mastered 
since he went to Ware. Loved and re¬ 
spected by all who knew him, he will 
long be remembered as a leader in the i 
true growth and progress of that town. !

Two Old Home Days. 

Interesting Exercises Held Saturday and Sunday, 
Addresses by Former Residents. Dinner, 
Sports, and Good Time For All 


The town of Holland held old home 
observance last Saturday and Sunday, 
and favoring weather, combined with 
the interests of its townspeople, pres¬ 
ent and past, made both days memor¬ 
able in its history. Holland is small 
in numbers, but great in its hospitality 
and in the quality of its contribution to 
the world in the men and women it 
has sent out. Although the township 
stretches over a goodly area, the popu¬ 
lation has decreased to less than 150 
inhabitants, who have contended with 
the disadvantages of remoteness from 
the railroad and centers of industrial 
life. But in spite of its decadence in 


voiced memories of the past and 
prophecies of the future,—sentiments 
j as noble and important as the utter¬ 
ances in the academic grove of ancient 
Athens. Seldom is there a more 
visible manifestation of the classic , 
quality that has been perpetuated in j 
New England democracy and life.

Killed by Railroad Train. 

Unknown Young Man Meets Death on 
Tracks At Warren Saturday. 

An unknown man was struck and 
instantly killed Saturday by express 
train No. 13 on the Boston and Albany 
railroad about half a mile west of 
Warren near bridge 84 over the 
Guaboag river.

schools, now reduced from four to one, 
have had excellent instruction, and 
the little collection of books forming 
its public library was begun by early 
taking advantage of the assistance 
offered by the state. The town has 
not only shown persistent fortitude in 
the face of disadvantages, it has also 
displayed the spirit of enterprise and 
progress. The erecting last year by 
self-taxation for a period of years on a 
valuation less than $100,000 of a build¬ 
ing to house its library and town 
offices evinced remarkable courage. 
Also the fact that the committee in¬ 
vited the secretary of the newly formed [ 
Hampden County Improvement 
league to give an old home day 
address showed their estimation of 
values and the habit of the forward 

look. The observance of Saturday 
seemed to celebrate the new Holland 
as well as to commemorate the old. 
It is even new in its outward aspect, 
for the little library building placed 
between the colonial church and the 
town hall and harmonizing with their 
architecture has made a notable civic 
group, facing the town common with 
its ciasstc grove, ft was the library 
building that had long been needed to 
complete a visible town center. In 
the new Holland there is to be improv¬ 
ed and prosperous farming, whose 
beginnings are being made under the 
guide of the county league; for the soil 
is good and there are wonderful possi¬ 
bilities in general farming and fruit¬ 
growing. The beauty of its scenery 
and quiet attractions are bringing in 
new residents. The grove where the 
exercises were held Saturday is a 
possession which distinguishes Hol¬ 
land above other towns, for it is a 
stately grove of native white pines 
forming a part of its common. Sat- j 
urday its fragrant wooded aiwles, so 
still save for notes of birds on other j 
summer days, were resonant with i 


teams at the trolly line two miles dis¬ 
tant, and conveyed to the stamping 
ground on the common. The dinner 
tables, at which a large number sat 
down in the town hall, were laden with 
substantial and toothsome viands con¬ 
tributed from homes throughout the 
township. In the intervals of renew¬ 
ing old associations the people visited 
the library, admiring its artistic inte¬ 
rior, fine equipment and choice selec¬ 
tion of books, and also went into the 
old church with its hallowed memories. 

At 2.30 all assembled in the grove to 
listen to speaking appropriate to the 
occasion and the excellent music fur¬ 
nished by the American band of Fisk- 
dale. Rev. Martin Lovering presided. 
Owing to the necessity of an early de¬ 
parture, the first speaker was John A. 
Scheurle, secretary of the Hampden 
county improvement league, who gave 
a spirited and impressive address on 
the Holland of the future. Mr. 
Scheurle said in part: Old home days 
should be epoch-making days. They 
should not only glorify the heroism 
and fine life of the past, but should 
lay special emphasis upon the oppor¬ 
tunities of the present and the possi¬ 
bilities of the future. Old home day 
calls for serious attention to the prob¬ 
lems of the town—how Holland is to 
be made more happy, more beautiful, 
more prosperous. The first condition 
to be considered in solving these prob¬ 
lems is the economic question. 'These 
hills and valleys must produce more 
than they are producing, and the prod¬ 
ucts must bring better returns in 
money. Upon these returns depend 
better roads, better homes and sur¬ 
roundings, better schools, a more fully 
equipped library and a better church. 
Better roads will contribute to better 
economic, civil and social conditions 
and to larger school attendance. Such 
attendance is from 20 to 30 per cent 
larger where there are good roads. 
Towns are to be assisted in this matter 
by the Hampden County Improvement 
league, which expects to secure a good 
engineer to confer with the town road 
commissioners and selectmen, and 
plans to furnish field commissioners 
to confer with farmers and suggest in 
regard to the construction and main¬ 
tenance of roads. By taking advan¬ 
tage of these opportunities Holland 
will begin to solve the problem of 
highways. 

The league will assist in developing 
improved agriculture by furnishing 
advisers who will visit the town from 
time to time and who will give demon¬ 
strations in agriculture, dairying anti 
the planting, pruning and spraying of 
orchards. With co-operation on the 
part of the town its resources will be

1783.” He dwelt especially on the 
patriotism of Holland in the French 
| and Indian war and in the Revolution, 
and sketched the familes and their 
members who were prominent in these 
conflicts. Mr. Lovering possesss 
the spirit and ability’ of the true 
historian. For the past year or more 
) he has 1 abored indefatigably on his 
researches in local history and has 
rendered i nestimable service to the 
| town and section by his researches 
and his contribution to colonial 
history’. The facts of his most inter- 
: esting discourse will be incorporated 
in the town history he is preparing. 

[ Mr. Lovering took for his text the 
passage in Deuteronomy: “A land 
: which the Lord thy God careth for,” 
and his discourse showed the remark¬ 
able character of the town in its 
history. He first named those who in 
the French and Indian war had helped 
to decide the great question whether 
Fngland or France should possess the 
new world. The most prominent 
and remarkable family in the history 
j of Holland has borne the name of 
; Blodgett. Joseph Blodgett, the first 
resident of Holland, came from Lex¬ 
ington to Brimfield, of which town 
I Holland was originally’ a part, and he 
received a proprietor’s allotment. He 
was a member of the Brimfield church 
in 1724. Joseph Blodgett was the 
progenitor of patriots, for he furnished 
six sons and six grandsons for the! 
j struggle for independence. Other 
families must have given in proi>or- i 
tion, for Holland, which at no time in 
its history has contained 500 inhabi- j 
tants, fOrnished 84 soldiers in the j 
Revolution. The speaker gave the j 
names of these soldiers, which in¬ 
cluded such well-known family names 
as Allen, Webber, Wallace, Belknap, 
Lyon and others. 

One Revolutionary’ hero has given 
Holland peculiar distinction and it is 
due to the researches of Mr. Lovering, 
aided by a townswoman, that the fact 
that the Holland bury’ing ground con¬ 
tains the grave of one of Washington’s 
life guardsmen is being made known. 
This hero was Benjamin Church, who 
was a merchant in Newport before 
moving to Holland, where he bought 


nearly 400 acres of land extending 
eastward from where the town hall 
now stands. The life guardsmen of 
Washington were a carefully picked 
body of 180 men, and the knowledge 
of Benjamin Church’s service in that 
capacity’ during the most trying peri¬ 
od in Washington’s military career 
came to Holland through a letter writ¬ 
ten to the late Salem T. Weld of Hol¬ 
land, Church’s grandson, from C. E. 
Godfrey of Washington, D. C., the 
author of a monograph concerning 
Washington’s guardsmen. Mr. Lover¬ 
ing read this letter, loaned by Mr. 
Weld’s widow, and he also showed a 
bronze Revolutionary’ marker present¬ 
ed recently by the secretary of the 
Massachusetss division of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, Herbert W. 
Kimball, to be placed at the grave o f 
Benjamin Church. Mr. Covering read 
a letter from Mr. Kimball saying that 
markers were to be sent for the graves 
of the five other Revolutionary soldiers 
whose graves are known. 

The pastor then urged the appropri¬ 
ateness of a movement for erecting a 
monument to Benjamin Church. 

Music for the service was furnished 
by a male quartet with Miss Maude , 
Locke of Fast Brimfield as organist. 
The singers were James Locke of Fast ' 
Brimfield, Munroe Tarbell of Brim- j 
field, Fred Locke and Merritt Dunham 
of Fast Brimfield. 

In addition to his extensive local 
researches his examination of town 
and state records and his writing of 
local history, Mr. Lovering has made 
a map of the residences of Holland and 
sites where houses once stood as far as ! 
identified by’ him, and this map was 
shown on the wall of the church. 
After the service Sunday, Mr. Lovering 
showed the site of the former church I 
on the ground now covered by the j 
town grove of pines which had been 
moved in 1793 from the original site 
nearly a mile to the westward by Col. 
Alfred Lyon, a military man and im¬ 
portant citizen. Col. Ly’on gave the 
entire plot as a town common in order 
that the space west of the church 
which is now covered with trees should 
be used as a training ground. The I 
beautiful grove which later grew up is i 


a memorial in its present stateliness to 
| the late Mrs. Flisha Kinney, who was 
the means of its preservation about 50 
years ago. 

The town hall was converted to its 
present use from the old Baptist meet¬ 
ing-house, whose site was given by 
Benjamin Church. 

Holland’s old home observance 
brought out the contenuity of the 
town’s life and character which has 
been so unusually preserved. Descen¬ 
dant of first settlers, patriotic heroes, 
founders of the Qhurch and supporters 
of the town's civic life made the prepa- 
ations for the memorable event and 
welcomed back friends having the 
same common ancestry’.
